as a fitting reminder to transgressors 
of convention.” ***** 

“To recount such a great number 
of achieveemnts of yours, which it has 
been my good fortune to do, is an un¬ 
usually felicitous occasion. ! can close 
this brief resume with no greater 
hope, nor one as confident, that the 
remaining two years of the class of 
eighteen will be as fruitful of worthy 
results as well-robed in dignity, and as 
partciularly distinctive for its joy in 
endeavor as has been the full meas¬ 
ure of undivided admiration which it

The Winter Park public school has 
opened the fall term with a goodly 
number of High School students en¬ 
rolled, under the new principal, Prof.

Professor Osteen, who last year met 
with marked success in teaching the 
schools at Winter Garden and Oak¬ 
land, is to have complete charge of 
the public school at Winter Park. 
Professor Osteen is living at Chase 
Hall. 

In connection with his residing at 
Chase is the following incident: Pro¬ 
fessor Osteen made himself at home 
among the fellows the first days of 
his residence there in the endeavor to 
become acquainted. Being a young 
man, he was mistaken for a “Rat,**

lotted to one in that station of life. 

Professor Osteen good natu redly 
complied, until rescued by one of the 
older men who had been introduced 
to him the day before. The fellows 
apologized, of course, and nearly made 
matters worse; but ended the amusing 
incident by offering Mr. Osteen the 
“fat of the land." 

In return he asked only that he be 
considered in all things in which he 
could take part, and expressed a de¬ 
sire to help out in athletics, being 
somewhat of an athlete himself.

Invitations have been received by 
a representative number of the stu¬ 
dent body to attend a meeting of the 
Winter Park Board of Trade to be 
held on Monday evening at K o’clock 
in the town hall. 

The Board of Trade is making every 
effort to got the students and towns¬ 
people in closer touch with one an¬ 
other. Mr. Ira Rigdon, the secretary, 
says: “The business men on ‘the 
street* are well aware that Rollins 
College, including its faculty and stu¬ 
dent organizations, is as much a part 
of the business of the community as 
is the man who is in business.” 

It is with this fact in view that 
the Board of Trade is making this at¬ 
tempt to get the student organizations 
and townspeople into a closer rela¬ 
tionship. 

The town has always supported the 
College in past years, attending the 
athletic contests, the plays, the enter¬ 
tainments, the musicals and the reg¬ 
ular College exercises. They 'have 
given freely to the support of our 
Christian Associations, and have been 
faithful advertisers in the Sandspur. 

The town is now asking the col¬ 
lege to unite with them, so that to¬ 
gether they may work out their mu¬ 
tual betterment. 

It is up to the student body as a 
whole to give their hearty support to 
any suggestions which the Board of 
Trade may offer.

simply means bringing forth all the 
native capacities of the individual for 
the benefit both of himself and of so¬ 
ciety,. It is axiomatic that a devel¬ 
oped plant, animal or man is far more 
valuable to society than the undevel- 
) qped. It is likewise obvious that ig¬ 
norance is the most fruitful source of 
human ills. Furthermore, it is as 
| true in a social as in a physical sense 
that a chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link. The good results thus 
far obtained, as shown by the negro's 
progress within recent years, prompt 
the Commission to urge the extension 
of his educational opportunities. 

The inadequate provision for the 
education of the negro is more than 
an injustice to him; it is an injury to 
the white man. The South cannot 
realize its destiny if one-third of its 
population is undeveloped and ineffi¬ 
cient. For our common welfare we 
must strive to cure disease wherever 
we find it, strengthen whatever is 
weak and develop all that is undevel¬ 
oped. The initial steps for increasing 
the efficiency and usefulness of the 
negro race must necessarily be taken 
in the school room. There can be no 
denying that more and better schools

ASSOCIATION CABINET 

FGRMUATES POLICY. 


Y. W. C* A* Officers Make Definite 
Statement of Aims for Year. 

Hoped That Committee Policies May 
Follow. 


Believing that "if you aim at noth¬ 
ing you will hit it,” the Rollins Young 
Women's Christian Association cabi¬ 
net has spent a number of its earliest 
meetings in planning very definitely 
what shall be its special lines of ac¬ 
tivity during the school year. A num¬ 
ber of new' plans have been made; but 
for the most part their year’s policy 
is simply a concisely formulated state¬ 
ment of aims which have always be¬ 
longed in a measure to the associa¬ 
tion. The written policy is to be a 
challenge to the cabinet to live up to 
their primary responsibility—just the 
influence of living and “being.” It 
begins with a motto: “Let us over¬ 
come evil with good.” The real pol¬ 
icy, with its aims, follows, thus: 

“Realizing that our position as lead- 
i ers in this association brings to each 
of us added responsibility demanding 
earnestness and clearness of thought, 
wc have desired to make some definite 
statement of our aims as a cabinet, 
and further remembering that Ave 
can lead no one farther than we our¬ 
selves go, we pledge ourselves as in¬ 
dividuals and as a cabinet to the fol¬ 
lowing aims: 

1, We will observe chapel without 
studying or undue noise, nor will we 
cut chapel for study. Throughout the 
service we will strive to make real 
the spirit of worship. 

2, We will strive to maintain by 
means of personal example and influ¬ 
ence the most wholesome of social 
relationships between the young men 
and young women of this intsitution. 

3, We shall endeavor to bring about 
a closer interest and working co¬ 
operation between the churches and 
our association. We propose to ac¬ 
complish this through the friendly re¬ 
lation of leaders to those of the 
churches, through service rendered by 
students for and with the churches, 
and through the voluntary study 
classes. 

4, We will also uphold these volun¬ 
tary study classes for their own sakes 
and will use our personal influence 
for their growth and betterment, 

5, We wilt strive for a firmer work¬ 
ing basis for this association by gain¬ 
ing a more thorough knowledge of the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
as a national and international organ¬ 
ization. To do this, we pledge our¬ 
selves to a study of the Association 
Handbook and to a more regular read¬ 
ing of the “Association Monthly” and 
“The Messenger.” 

fi. Especially do we pledge our¬ 
selves in our personal conduct at all 
times to remember that many deci¬ 
sions, harmless in themselves, may 
at the same time reflect upon the 
character of our college to which we 
all owe our moat loyal support.
